MAHONI'B victory in Virginia has 


thrown the South Carolina Bourbons 
into a slough of despondency, and they 
are looking forward with fearful fore- 
boding to the time when some Mahone 
will rise up in their own state and over- 
throw them. All that is necessary is 
a leader powerful enough, like Mahone, 
to divide the white vote. There are 
politicians enough and people enough 
who detest the Bourbon machine, and 
ones they are organiied trader a man 
who haa backbone enongh to head a 
revolt they will make short work of it, 
and this not only in Sonth Carolina but 
in other southern states. U is not 
improbable that the Bourbons them- 
selves may hasten the event in the 
manner described below. A Charleston 
dispatch to the New York Time* says: 
"It is believed in well informed circles 
that the next legislature, which meets 
in Columbia on the 22nd inst., will 
hasten tbe crisis oy injudicious legisla- 
tion. Among other important meas- 
ures to be discussed and aeted upon is 
the report of the constitutional com- 
mission, which recommends that the 
term of judges shall be during good 
behavior; that the state officers, mem- 
bers of the legislature, county commis- 
sioners and probate judges shall serve 
for four years instead of two; that tlie 
county school commissioners shall be 
appointed instead of being, as heretofore, 
elected; that new counties may be 
formed which have more than 25,000 
inhabitants or be 400 square miles in 
extent. A special commission will also 
recommend a revision of the election 
law, and the oode commission will re- 
port their codification of the statutes. 
But tbe main rook in the way of safe 
navigation is that upon which the North 
Carolina Democracy was so completely 
wrecked last August—the temperance 
question. A strong effort will be made 
by tbe advocates of total abstinence to 
pan a law during the next session of 
the legislature prohibiting the sale and 
manufacture of liquor in this state. 
Strong drink, especially corn whisky, is 
more generally indulged in in the south 
than in the north. 
Particularly is this 


the ease in miasmatic districts, and any 
effort to deprive the masses of this cov- 
eted beverage will result in the defeat 
of the party that makes th>: attempt."

GUITEAU'S PEERS. 


The Jury Selected and 


Sworn. 


Incidents of the Day in 


Court. 


WASIIINOTON, No?. 11.—The back 


entrance to the criminal court room wat 
opened about 9:30 o'clock tbit morning, 
and almost immediately about fifty 
ladies were ushered in by tbe deputy 
marshals and given seats in chairs jusl 
in the reai of counsel. A few minutet 
before 10 o'clock the jurors who had 
been accepted entered and took seaU. 
Before 10 o'clock the oourt room was 
filled to overflowing. 


Court was called to order, and during 


the calling of the name* of the jurors, 
prisoner was brought io. His appear- 
ance was wild and excited. He tossnd 
his hat on the desk before him, and 
taming toward Scoville, hurriedly whis- 
pered something to him in an extremely 
excited manner. The two conversed, 
and, Quiteau, while speaking, used his 
clenched fist vigorously, as if insisting 
upon some matter whioh Scovillo seemed 
to disapprove. 


The talesmen beinc oalled^udge Cox 


questioned the first, E. L. Kengia, upon 
his feelings regarding the prisoner. He 
responded that he did not think there 


the Guiteaa trial to-day, Mr. Scoville 
rose to make a personal explanation re- 
gsrding the paper which was obtained 
from the crooner this morning. He 
said he did not approve of the docu- 
ment, and wished this distinctly under- 
stood. 


At the conclusion of his remarks the 


prisoner arose and in an excited manner 
insisted that he had not yet accepted 
the services of counsel, and declared 
that until he did so he would defend 
himself. 
The court then adjourned un- 


til to-morrow. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The Guit- 


eau trial has progressed Car enough to 
get a jury, and to-morrow will fairly 
open up the case for the government. 
The difficulty of getting a jury has been 
surmounted without more trouble than 
was anticipated. It is said by those 
who have" lived here some tine, and 
have been close observers of such things 
in important criminal trials, that the 
men selected may be considered one of 
the best juries ever got together in the 
district.

Mr. Bionard L. Evans, the Librarian. 


Paid the Debt of Nature at Five 


O'clock this Morning.

Brlif Qtetchor His Life-Time of Funeral. 


The sad news of the death otMr. Rich- 


aid L. Evans, the librarian of the Deca- 
tnr Public Library, which occurred this 
(Thursday) morning at five o'clock, be- 
cam! generally known about the city a 
few hours later, and cast a deep gloom 
over all. His illness was so brief and 
his death so sudden that the announce 
mant occasioned general surprise. Mr. 
Knjtt had not been in gsjod health for 
seven! years, but he was able to attend 
to all duties with bnt slight inconven- 
ience. During tbe past three weeks he 
had been afflicted with cerebral exhaus- 
tioa.but only until three days ago was he 
compelled to remain in his room at the 
residence of Mr. A. Maxwell in the old 
Metttsj property on the corner of North 
Mai* and William streets, where he and 
bis wife had rooms and boarded with the 
family. lie was quite sick on Monday, 
but was much better on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. The worst feature of his 
case was bis inability to sleep, but the 
attending physician, Dr. Mitchell, who 
also boards with Mr. Maxwell, was with 
bis patient almost continuously and 
watched him closely. Mr. Evans was 
considered convalescent last evening,hut 
hia Jf fe itmalned at his bedside until 12 
o'doifc, when she retired to obtais. needed 
rest, aad Dr. Mitchell took her place. 
The Doctor informed our reporter this 
tawioei that Mr. Evans slept until three 
•'clock when he awoke, and was able to 
JBOVC about the room. He fell asleep 
j!f gain and did not awake until nearly five 
i'floct when he again arose from the 
ped'and conversed with tbe physician, 
lie returned to tbe bed and eat down be- 
eida tho doctor, and while clearing his 
throat Mr. Evans asked tbe doctor to 
band him a glass of water, and while the 
phytdclan turned to comply with the re- 
quest, Mr. Evana was taken with a vio- 
lent convulsion and expired in lees than 
a minute. 


The death was BO unexpected that ev- 


erybody in the dwelling was startled be- 
yond expression.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


IticRARU L. EVANS was born in New 


Albany, Ind., on May 30, 1838, and was 
therefore in tbe 44th year of his age. He 
entered Indiana Aebury University, lo- 
cated at Qreencastle, Ind., and graduated 
from that institution when he was 31 years 
at age. Immediately after his graduation 
Mr. Evans entered the United States Na- 
val service, and spent about seven years 
of his life on shipboard oil' the coast of 
South-Auerlca. Ue served in various po- 
sitions, iu the Navy, and was for Bome 
time the ship's quartermaster. He visited 
innumsrtbje ports, among them Callao, 
L'eru, and was quite familiar with the 
hab-ts «'nd peculiar customs of the strange 
people wbrim be bad met on different 
voyages. In conversation with the writer 
ha often alludsA to his experiences while 
at sen, »ndtb*j|tft]k» were always full 
otiBteiest. At tbe close of the war tho 
deceased c me lo Decatur, and on May 
2'}, ISlfi, be was untied in marriage to 
Alice E- <lk>re,' daughter of Mr. Millburn 
till ire 
For several years Mr. Evans was 


it salesman in the dry goods store of Mr. 
A RoQi, wbo was in business on Mei- 
chant street at that time, and subsequent- 
ly was Mnnectvd with the hook and sta- 
tionery store of Hcott Glore at Louisville, 
Ky,. Mr Kmns returned to Decatur in 
1874, 
mid on Aiu'usl (i, 1875, when the 


Decalur Public Library board of direc- 
tors was selected he was chosen Libra- 
rian, and at oner; entered upon the duties 
•of his poaition.Jfor which he was specially 
qualified. He took charge of the books 
Of the old library association, rearranged 
them carefully, and put the new library 
in proper shape. For over six years he 
bad charge of the library and reading 
rooms, and through his management the 
institution is now one of the best arranged 
libraries in Illinois. He worked hard all 
last summer in making the transfer of 
hooks from the old quarters to tbe present 
large room, and in putting them on the 
alcove shelves in new order: and just as 
he had them all in proper shape, ready for 
tie use of the public whose convenience 
be always studied,he has been called from 
amongst us to the other world.

Koane, tbe only sister of tbe deceased, 
and his step-mother and Btep-sister, all 
reside in Philadelphia, to which city it 
will be remembered Mr. Evans was called 
last fall to attend the funeral of bis only 
brother, who died rather unexpectedly. 


In the death of Mr. Evans we have lost 


a highly esteemed, useful and influential 
cilUen. He was a whole-souled, intelli- 
gent, Christian gentleman, a man wbo was 
respected iy all wbo knew him,and Here 
u scarcely anybody in this community 
but enjoyed his acquaintance. lie was 
an officer in the Christian church, a regu- 
lar attendant at all the services of that 
congregation, a teacher in the Sunday 
school, a member of the V. M, C. A. 
board of directors, and was active In all 
good works and deeds. He will be 
greatly /nissed by our people, who, with 
us, deeply sympathize with the bereaved 
widow in her great sffliclion.

tar, on his retirement from the naval 
service, he contributed a series of very 
interesting articles from bis pen entitled, 
"Odd Leaves from a Sailor's Log Book," 
which were published in tbe WCEELT 
RRTOBLICAH, commencing on August 15, 
1867, and closing on tbe 20ih of Septem- 
ber of that year. These contributions 
filled over 23 long columns, and pictured 
in graphic style tbe writer's experiences 
and observations while at sea. He made 
bis first voyage on the sloop-of-war 


"Narragansett," a ship qf SOD tons bur- 
then, manned by 139 officer* and men.
